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E.) RKMARKS 

This Response is filed in response lo the Office Action dated December 9, 2005. 

Upon entry of this Response, claims 1-24 will be pending in the Application. 

In the outstanding Office Action, the Kxaminor objected to the disclosure filed September 
21, 2004 ;ts failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(1 >; objected to the specification; rejeetcd 
claims 9, 12, and 13 under 35 U.8.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite; and indicated 
independent churns 1,9, 14, and 24 and dependant claims 2-8, 10,11,15 and 17-23 as allowable 
subject matter. 

Rejection under 35 U.S«C. 112 

The Examiner rejected claims 0, 12 and 13 under 35 U.S.C M2 ? second paragraph, us 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of chums 9, 12 and 13 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph. 

The Examiner staled that in claim 9, the language "the shaft threads" lacked proper 
antecedent, basis. In response thereto. Applicant has amended claim 9 in a manner that is 
believed to overcome the Kxaminer's rejection. 

The Examiner stated that claim 12 is improper because il. is dependant upon itself and 
claim 1 3 is indefinite as being dependant upon a proper claim. In response thereto, Applicant 
has amended claim 12 in a manner that is believed to overcome the Examiner's rejection. 

The Examiner stated that in claim 13, the language "the hydraulic fluid is water 0 is 
unclear based on the claim from which claim 13 is dependent. In response thereto, Applicant has 
amended claim 13 in a manner that is believed to overcome the Examiner's rejection. 

Therefore, in view of the above. Applicant submits that claims % 12 and 1 3 are not 
indefinite and comply with the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, and therefore arc 
allowable. 
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Information Disclosure Statement 

Examiner indicated that the information Disclosure StaLumcnl filed on September 21, 
2004 luilcd to comply with 37 CFR 1.98 (a)(1). In response thereto, Applicant is submitting a 
new copy of the information disclosure statement for consideration to be placed in the 
application file thai is believed to comply with 37 CPR 1 .98 (a)( 1 ) and therefore is acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner indicated that independent claims L 9. 14 and 24 are allowed as being 
allowable subject matter over the prior art. Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication of 
allowable subject matter, hut believes that all of the claims are allowable for reasons given 
above.
